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Imagine coming back to your home country 
after a few weeks in mainland Europe to 
FIVE sold out shows?! Well* thats what Rolo 
Tomassi have achieved and thoroughly 
deserved so after they released one of the 
stand out records of 2018, Time Will Die 
and Love Will Bury It. First up though is 
American four piece Cryptodira. Having 
not heard of this band before the tour I was 
eager to see what they could bring to this 
stellar line up that also features one of our 
favourites Palm Reader. They start with 
a clean opening and some spoken word 
before a very simple yet effective stoner 
style riff takes us into their world. The band 
mix elements from prog to black metal, 
math core and extreme metal, sounds 
interesting right?

Palm Reader get set and open with the 
ear shattering 'Internal Winter 1 and from 
the second vocalist Josh Mckeown kicks 
things off you just know tonight is going to 
be special. The five piece deliver a set with 
emphatic power and passion with the new 
songs oft Braille sitting into their set like old 
favourites and actually become the centre 
piece of a flawless exhibition. A pit opens 
up and many in attendance watch on with 
a keen eye, but those who have followed 
this band give it everything and then some. 
This resonates on stage as every one of them 
puts in every ounce of energy and effort 
they can to make this one of the best Palm 
Reader sets in the bands history, even with 
original drummer Dan Olds being absent 
his replacement Pete Bunting from Donnie 
Willow fills in perfectly. 'Swarm 1 and 'Like 
A Wave are staggering whilst closer T 
Watch The Fire Chase My Tongue 1 levels 
the Exchange. 
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Its not everyday where the best songs of the 
night all feature on a bands latest record, 
their fifth in their career, but thats what 
we get here tonight from headliners Rolo 
Tomassi. Opening trio of "Towards Dawn' 
‘Aftermath* and Rituals' all sound gigantic 
and fill every corner of the venue and wrap 
you up in the soundscape they create. Due 
to this the older material suffers a little, 
being more jagged and visceral a song like 
"Estranged' doesn't hit you like it should. The 
production is seizure inducing and becomes 
too much for some during A Flood Of 
Light' as the swell of the synth syncs with the 
lighting set up for a constant pummelling on 
the eyes. Even after a three week tour Eva 
Spences vocals are 10/10 tonight, changing 
from her harsh and animalistic screams to 
beautifully ethereal singing in a heartbeat 
is as impressive as it comes. Hie rhythm 
section keep it locked in and tight whilst 
guitarist Chris Cayford and synth/kev 
player Janies Spence create vast canvases of 
sound that enrapture you. Bigger venues are 
surely on the cards for Rolo Tomassi who 
have delivered a career defining album and 
a live show that demands as many eyes and 
ears as possible.

Welsh raga-metallers Skindred hit lip 
Bristol’s 02 Academy on their 'Start 
The Machine’ tour alongside CKY and 
Canadian rock trio Danko Jones. 

Hie opening slot is held by Danko Jones 
who kick things oft to the growing crowd. 
Being the first act on can always be a bit 
of a hit and miss situation, unfortunately 
for die Toronto based rockers tonight they 
seem to be more miss than hit. Hie band are 
tight with the instrumentals and front man 
Danko’s vocals are on point, but the let¬ 
down comes from die lyrical content which 
is cheesy at points. 

Playing through song after song with littler 
interaction filling the gaps Danko at one 
point acknowledges the fact that 'pockets 
of people” are trying to get into it which he 
genuinely appreciates but sadly the crowd 
make it visibly dear that Danko Jones are 
not the reason they are here. 
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“CKY, CKY!” chants now fill the venue as fans eagerly await the 
skater punk 3 piece, and as they take the stage the chants turn 
in to roars of applause. Starting their set with 'Human Drive 
in Hiff from their 2008 Vol.l album goes down well as the 
academy sings along with front man Chad. 

CKYs unique riffs blast the crowd song after song and the 
horde of devotees lap up every note, be it 'Replaceable 1 from 
their newest album Hie Phoenix or the early 'Flesh In To Gear." 
Chad seems to not realise just how well known the band are 
by stating that “you may not know who CKY are, but you may 
recognise this one song” to which he proceeds to sing the riff of 
the ultimate crowd pleaser 96 Quiet Bitter Beings', this of course 
is soon drowned out by people shouting it back in unison. 

Closing their set with a cover of GG Allins 'Bite It You Scum 1 
fans are left wanting more from the punks chants of “one more 
song!” clearly on the tip of everyone’s tongue but for now people 
settle for having to wait until CKY grace the stage at Download 
Festival later this year. 

AC/DCs Thunderstruck blasts through the speakers as the 
lights dim and anticipation grows for Skindred to take to the 
stage. Hie band appear one at a time with the Imperial March 
playing in the background and as soon as the colourfully 
dressed Benji lilts the stage die venue explodes. 

Hie set starts with the title track of the upcoming album 'Big 
Tings' Benji swaggers all over the stage clearly feeling at home 
and owning every inch of not only the stage but die entire 
02 Academy. During Pressure' a track from the first album 
'Babylon the band effortlessly slip into AC/DCs 'Back in Black' 

Skindred slip in samples from Hie Prodigy’s ‘Out of Space’ into 
"Kill Hie Power’ and Metallica's 'Sad But True’ mixed into Roots 
Rock Riot'. Its easy to see why this band are an absolute force to 
be reckoned with when it comes to performing live. 

Hie night takes a sombre turn during an acoustic 'Saying It 
Now’ a song written for a close friend. Waves of emotion rush 
over the crowd who treat the song almost as a moment of 
silence. A few tears are shed but energy is very quickly picked 
back up as Skindred jump in to c KiE Hie Power' Promoting 
equality, understanding and acceptance in regards to race, 
sexual orientation and humanity the bands hour and a half set is 
over far too quickly. Leaving the stage to Carly Simons Nobody 
Does It Better’ couldn't be a more fitting end.

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Trivium are a bit of a funny one in the world of metal and hard 
rock* they have the tools and abilities to be one of the biggest 
bands in our world but somehow they’ve always managed 
to stifle any momentum they seem to gather and get in their 
own way Dodgy records and several changes of sticksman has 
plagued the last few years for the band but stormed back to 
form with latest release Hie Sin And Hie Sentence, their best 
album since Shogun. What has largely stayed the same though 
is their live performance and diehard fan base, and we have no 
doubt they will be salivating to witness this monstrous line up 
in Bristol tonight. 

First up is death metal crew Venom Prison. 'Syllogism' plays 
over the PA as the lights go down and the band stand and wait to 
get stuck into Abysmal Agony! Vocalist Larissa Stupar delivers 
her banshee style scream and deep guttural vocals effortlessly 
and is incredibly engaging to watch, our eyes following her 
every move. Hie band sound incredible tonight, loud, powerful 
and impactful as many look on at the sheer ferocity at which 
this five piece emphatically play their set .Corrode Hie Black 
Sun is a set highlight among many and with album two ready to 
record this summer expect to see even more of Venom Prison 
in the next few years. 

Power Trip are up next and bring a different flavour to the table. 
Pure red blooded thrash from Dallas, Texas sees the crowd 
energy levels go up and head bangs galore. Its rowdy its fun 
and the band look comfortable on a big stage with frontman 
Riley Gale draping over his mic stand screaming and shouting 
relentlessly. He jumps consistently throughout much to the fans 
delight but what isn’t ideal for both parties is that up until the 
last 3 or 4 songs of the set the band have no lighting on THEM 
whatsoever, much to the disgust of the photographers capturing 
tonights performances. Firing Squad 1 is franticly blistering and 
we hope to have Power Trip back sooner rather than later. 

Now we get to a band who want to take over the world, and 
look set on doing so. Code Orange are here and they are taking 
everyone out, they mean business. Starting off by geeing up 
the crowd the anticipation is almost too much as they deliver 
a special set in Bristol This reviewer caught them at this very 
venue last year with Gojira and this easily surpassed that 
performance that night. Hieres new layers to their music, the 
electronics and ambience are different but applied in a more 
direct fashion as they plan to keep you on your toes throughout. 
They even sound bigger as a live unit with "Spy* sounding bone 
shattering and Bleeding In The Blur 1 coming across even 
bigger than before or on record. Bassist Joe Goldman throws 
his bass around, acts as hype man to get the crowd moving and 
consistently punches himself in the head forcing it to split open 
above the eye mere minutes in. If you weren’t a believer before 
you surely must be now. Hie new reality is here, get with it or 
move out the way 
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Following that will be a hard task for literally any band but 
Trivium have a room packed full of diehard fans standing before 
them. Opening with ‘The Sin And Hie Sentence 1 sees the bands 
production in full effect right from the word go. Nothing too 
fancy as the songs take centre stage for the next hour and forty 
minutes. Everyone is singing along to the likes of "Like Light To 
The Flies 7 , ‘Until Hie World Goes Cold 5 and 4 The Heart From 
Your Hate 5 . Nice guy Matt ITeafy checks on someone in the 
crowd twice throughout the set to make sure they're okay after 
going too hard in the pit one must assume. Hie interplay and 
connection between Heafy and Corey Beaulieu is palpable and 
enjoyable as they clearly have a special relationship and trade off 
solos and riffs throughout. Lets not forget as well Beaulieu does 
an amazing job as back up vocalist, holding his own with many 
others like him. New drummer Alex Bent is extraordinary and 
gets around his enormous kit with ease. 

Hie encore consists of‘Shattering The Skies Above! Hull Harder 
On The Strings Of Your Martyr* and Tn Waves 7 to decimate 
everything and everyone in sight. Trivium have found their 
stride once more and taken this perhaps final chance with ease 
as they lay down one of their best sets in recent memories.

When melodic death metal masters At The Gales 
returned to the live arena after a decade long absence, 
in 2007, fans rejoiced at witnessing the band playing 
together again and they were rewarded in kind. They 
had to wait a further seven years for new material from 
the band and when it eventually arrived in the form 
of At War With Reality it was a welcome return from 
the Swedish band. They follow that comeback album 
with the mighty To Drink From The Night Itself, and 
not only do they follow it, they completely top it with 
a ferocious display of metal that stands shoulder to 
shoulder with the seminal Slaughter Of The Soul. The 
album is so vital and passionate in its heaviness that the 
band could easily have released it before they originally 
split up and it would have been as rapturously received 
as their earlier albums.

Listening through just the once its easy to see that the band 
have let loose and wrote another batch of classic Cancer 
Bats ragers.

Apparently the inspiration behind the writing 
process for The Spark lhat Moves was the band going back 
and listening to their breakout album Hail Destroyer, and 
its easy to see how the songs came about from this.
